and Japan's by a row which is 'increasing .her power rapidly. 
Lei us have an eye lo our row, so lhal our phrases may noi 
lack for what gives force to live phrases of others. Prepared- 
ness for war as a means of keeping Ihe peace has yielded enor- 
mous results, bul never greater results than during Hie last 
year. Bul for the fact lhal all Hurope was Ihomiihgiy "lit," all 
luirope would probably have become embroiled by Hie clash 
between Turkey and the Balkan .slates; and lhal would have 
lighted a conflagration "staggering hunianily," 
' Bul every power was "lit," and every one on Ihe alert. 


Statesmen in or oul of ollice, and newspapers without regard 
to parly, counseled prudence, knowing lhal a siimle false step 
might precipitate an appallin.g situation of world-wide con- 
sequence. Let us provide our share of a peace-preserving wai 
equipment. 
We cannot hurry Ihe millennium, and are cer- 


tain to be ready for il when il comes in Ihe appointed lime.
